In July of 1999, the Grayling 
City Council narrowly defeated 
{wo motions in favor of creating a 
downtown development authority 
(DDA) in Grayling. Last week, the 
Grayling Uptown District 
Association (GUDA) and the 
Grayling Regional Chamber of 
Commerce asked the city council to 
once again consider establishing a 
DDA. 

“(A DDA) would give us the 
opportunily to shape growth in our 
downtown, and not let growth 
shape us,” said Chamber President 
Tim Zigila. 

A DDA can generate revenue by 
capturing property tax value 
increases within the area the district 
covers, or by asking the city coun- 
cit to levy up to 2 mills, or by uti- 
lizing both methods. Most down- 
town development authorities use 
the tax increment finance (TIF) 
method, the capture of increases in 
property tax values, Zigila said, but 
he also noted that “taxation” asso- 
ciated with the potential extra mill- 


age is a possible downside i in creat- 


ing aDDA.

homeless animals from our local 
shelter each year. More may do so 
with a new incentive offered, with 
the help of the . nationwide 
Petfinder.com website. 
As a “Preferred Petfinder.com 

Partner,” the Animal Shelter of 
Crawford County (ASCC) has 
been invited to join an increasing 
list of shelters and humane soci- 
eties in the country to offer a 60- 
day period of free health insurance 
for pets adopted from the shelter. 
According to Petfinder, the insur- 
ance covers many conditions and 
illnesses common to shelter dogs, 
cats, puppies and kittens,

“While the contract signed by 
the new pet owner at the time of 
adoption states we make no guar- 
antees on the health of the animal, 
we are always concerned about 
our adoptees,” said ASCC 
President Sharon Priebe. “This 
insurance is a dandy way to help 
new pet owners when a health 
issue arises not long after adop- 
tion.” . 

Managing the shelter is Vice 
President Dixie Lobsinger who 
knows all too well the health prob- 
lems resulting from taking in ani- 
mals, many with no known history — 
of shots or health care, Lobsinger 
feels more people will consider 
giving a homeless pet from the 


- shelter a try now that there is some

help when medical expenses arise. 

ShelterCare covers diagnosis 
and treatment for: kennel cough, 
intestinal parasites, urinary tract 
infection, upper respiratory infec- 


tion, ear infections, mange, 
Parvovirus; and accidents inctud- 
ing: foreign body ingestion 


removal, motor vehicle accident, 
fractures, and poison ingestions. 
The insurance covers each of 
these 11 named illnesses and acci- 
dents with $500 maximum cover- 
age and a $50 deductible per inci- 
dent.

Unless the adopter 
extends the ShelterCare coverage 
for $6.95 per month via the 
Internet or telephone, or switches 
to another program more suited to 
the needs of the pet within’ the 60-. 
aoe coverage will automatically 


expire after 60 days. 

Losinger said she appreciates 
the relationship of the ASCC’s link 
to Petfinder.com and how it all 
came together, “If it- wasn’t for the 
efforts of longtime volunteer, 
Mika Sumner, we may have never 
found the website. She was our 
original web expert and the site 
receives hundreds of hits each 
week, resulting in many adop- 
tions.”

The new ordinance would ‘be 
enforced by the Grayling Police 
Department. At the request of 
Police Chief Karl Schreiner, the 
proposed document changes a vio- 
lation of the ordinance from a mts- 
demeanor to a civil infraction. 

Schreiner said the change will 
make it much easier for his depart- 
ment to enforce the regulations 
contained within the new nuisance 
ordinance. 


Penalties for violating most of 


the regulations in the new ordi- 
nance will be $50 for the first 
offense, $250 for the second 
offense, and $500 for a_ third 
offense (occurring within a three- 
year period), City Manager Allen 
Lowe said.

O-negative blood needed 


Low blood collections resulting 
from the holidays, the first bursts of 
Winter weather, and the onset of cold 
and fluo season, have caused an 
extreme shorlage of Type O-negative 
blood, threatening to put critical care 
patients alrisk in Michigan hospitals. 

Officials with the Great Lakes 
Region of the American Red Cross 
are encouraging new and regular 
donors to check out the ease and con- 


venience of giving blood-and to help 


resolve what could be a serious situ- 
ation. 

“Blood shortages are always crili- 
cal,” said Fred Sterns, executive 
director of the Region (hat serves 63 
countics and 70 hospitals across the 
slate. “But shortages of Type O- Be 
alive can be cxtremely serious. 
the universal donor, Type O- eis 
can be transfused to anyone, and is 
greatly needed to save the lives of 
accident and trauma sictiins when 
lime is of the essence.” 

Sterns said the Red Cross is 
appealing to the thousands of donors 
who gave blood for the first time in 
response to the September 11 terror- 
ist attacks. He says many people 
don’t realize that blood is needed 
everyday -- not just in (imes of emer- 
gency and crisis. 

“We're doing everything we can to 
educate the public that patients in 
Michigan hospitals need blood day in 
and day out,” Sterns said. “If you've 
ever wondered what you can do to 
help your community, consider giv- 
ing blood.

Greetings to you all. Many things 
happened this week at the 
Commission on Aging to encourage 
me to speak to you about the senior 
needs in Crawford County. 

There have been some conflicts 
that have arisen between members 
of the COA Board of Directors, staff 
and some senior citizens, 

I believe the perception of the 
Senior Center belonging to just the 
small group that lives there is real. 
There has been no effort to change 
that truth. Use of that building is 
mandated by law. It is to be for the 
use of the residents who live in the 
low-income housing units. 1 have 
never been able to figure out how 
the Commission on Aging has been 
able to lease this year, at a reduced 
rate, the entire public space for any 
activily -- 24/7, 

The perception that a small group 
of senior citizens control that leased 
space is wrong. The Commission 
on Aging controls that space and the 
fact of the matter is staff of the 
Housing Commission and 
Commission on Aging control that 


that the “center space” would 
always be there for the residents of 
the low-income housing. One more 
time, folks: The space now being 
leased by the Commission on Aging 
betongs to the housing unit for the 
use of its residents. 

My issue has always been clearly 
single-minded. We are mandated to 
facilitate the “needs” services to the 
senior citizens of Crawford County. 
I thought I would be able to speak to 
that issue as a member of the 
Commission on Aging. Boy, was I 
wrong. 

Now a new executive committee 
of the Commission on Aging has 
been formed to address the current 
conflicts. It consists of three COA 
Board members and its Director. 

The Crawford County 
Commission on Aging has in its 
treasury fund account $327,205.54 
lo be spent on the needs of senior 
citizens im our community -- 
$102,512.60 of this fund is in the 
building fund category. Board Vice 
President Jack Mahank now has the 
opinion “that this money can be 
used for other senior needs.” Cool. 

My challenge to you. senior 
friends and agency chiefs: sharpen 


your pencils as I know that the 
seniors you serve are in dire straits. 

I say to you, Family 
Independence Agency: all those 
individual seniors or their spouses 
who do not “qualify” because they 
have worked all their lives and now 
have $4 too much for your services, 
help us develop a plan. 

To every county department head: 
what do your seniors need? May | 
suggest to public safety that they 
begin exploring issues that involve 
seniors, victims rights education and 
senior aid issues. Mentoring pro- 
grams with the 4-H and property tax 
education on the new law for private 
property owners could be of service. 

To the transportation people 
known as Dial-A-Ride: could we 
buy you a van for senior transporta- 
tion needs? Seniors have asked for 
this many times. We could also use 
Health Department education and 
outreach services. Mental Health 
issues of seniors could be more 
readily addressed. Please ask for 
our help to solve these problems. [f 
I missed anybody, please do not hes- 
itate to get involved. Seniors need 
your services and your professional!

Each kil contains a swab and an 
application/information form 
identifying the donor. 

The DNA sample will be col- 
lected non-invasively by swab- 
bing the inside of the convict’s 
cheek, then placed on the form 
provided. 

Samples must be taken from 
each felon following conviction 
in a Crawford County court. 
Lovely said some misdemeanor 
convictions also call for DNA 
collection, Those misdemeanors 
primarily focus on sex-related 
offenses, such as enticing a child, 
indecent conduct, and “window 
peeping.” 

In theory, the convict must pay 


a $60 DNA collection fee, $15 of 
which goes to the county. Sheriff

Are changes in store 
for Michigan high 
school sports seasons? 


P High school 
sports seasons face 
uncertain future in 


wake of court ruling

Michigan high school sports sea- 
sons may have to be re-aligned 
within the next couple years if a 
recently announced decision by a 
United States Federal District Court 
is upheld on appeal. 

The court de ee followed a 
trial and over three years of Icgal 
proceedings. The suit began with a 
volleyball player’s contention thal 
Michigan’s girls volleyball season 
(played in the winter) puts 
Michigan players at a disadvantage 
for college volleyball scholarships 
since almost all other U.S. states 
play high school volleyball in the 
fall, and college volleyball is also 
played in the fall. 

The suit is now concerned with 
whether or not Michigan’s high 
school sports seasons should be 
changed to be in line with college 
seasons, The end result could be a 
complete re-alignment: of seasons 
for Michigan high school athletics. 

“We're not sure what this all 
means. Whether the seasons will be 
changed or not is just speculation 
right now,” said Brian Banda, 
Crawford. AuSable. School . District 
Athletic Director. “We should know 
by the end of the summer what will 
happen.” 

Banda said the court’s decision 
would not necessarily force specific 
season re-alignments, but it would 


mean sports seasons for boys and 
girls would have to be “equally dis- 
advantaged or advantaged,” mean- 
ing the ratio of sports in syne with 
college seasons would have to be 
the same for boys sports and girls 
sports. The Michigan High School 
Athletic Association (MHSAA) ts 
appealing the court’s decision. 

Potentially, boys and girls basket- 
ball could be played in the same 
season, boys and girls soccer would 
be in the same season, and boys and 
girls golf teams would play during 
the same season. 

“My guess is we're probably 
going to look al a change in season, 


but we’re not sure which,” Banda 
said, 
The decision of which seasons to 


change would ultimately come from 
the member schools of the 
MHSAA. “The MHSAA makes 
sure its members make the deci- 
sions, and they make sure the deci- 
sions we make are enforced,” Banda 
said, 


The MHSAA conducts a lot of 


surveys and membership votes on 
various issues tn creating a uniform 
set of rules for Michigan high 
schoo! athletics, Banda explained. 
“The last time this issue was voted 
on, over 90 percent of (MHSAA 
members) were in favor of keeping 
(the seasons) the same,” he said. 

“There are pros and cons” with 
regard to a possible change in sea- 
sons, Banda said. 

Practice times, at feast for high 
school sports, would “not be affect- 
ed,” Banda said, since the biggest 
change, girls basketball from fall to
